w Board of Education sets date for 
Boyne Falls Public School bond issue 


After receiving the go-ahead from 
the State Treasury Department, the 
Boyne Falls Board of Education 
unanimously approved a resolution to 
hold a bond election on Tuesday, 
April 20, to support an addition to the 
four-year-old school building. 

‘We went down in the morning [of 
Feb. 2] to the Treasury in Lansing,” 
said school board president Marv 
Schwem. “They approved our request 
for a millage, and then that evening, 
we passed a resolution, unani- 
mously.”’ 

The plans to pursue such a move in 
earnest were announced last month, 
as the school board sought input from 
community members at a town meet- 
ing. “We have outgrown this school,” 
Schwem said at the meeting. “It is a 
problem, but it 1s a wonderful prob- 


lem to have.” 

Proposed additions include two 
new classrooms on the elementary 
wing, two new classrooms on the 
middle school wing, and two new labs 
on the high school wing, as well as 
additional storage space, additional 
restrooms, and an expansion of the 
cafeteria. 

According to school superintendent 
Mark Parsons, the additions included 
in the $2,650,000 bond proposal were 
part of the original plan for the build- 
ing; they were reluctantly cut from the 
plans at that time due to state regula- 
tions regarding the square footage 
permitted in the project based on 
bonding issues. 

Knowing, however, that the space

third annual — 
Walk for Warmth 


Northwest Michigan Human Services Agency 
(NMHSA), a non-profit community action agency Serv- 
ing customers from Antrim, Charlevoix, and Emmet coun- 
ties, is sponsoring its third annual Walk for Warmth at the 
Charlevoix High School track on Feb. 21. | . 

The Walk for Warmth program is an opportunity to raise 
funds to help tow income people in local communities 
with home heating emergencies. 

A heat-related emergency can be anything from a 
shutoff notice from a utility company, to running out of 
propane in your tank. NMHSA has reported receiving 
many requests for assistance, specifically with heating 
bills. 

The agency is struggling to meet the needs of our com- 
munities with utility assistance because costs for natura] 
gas and propane have risen significantly. 

“The typical recipient of Walk for Warmth funds is a 
three-person household with an annual income of less than 
$22,000,” said Becky McGeorge of NMHSA. 

“A large percentage of people seeking emergency help 
are either elderly, disabled, or have small children in the 
home. For these folks this winter, it could come down to 
making hard choices. Some people are cutting back on 
food or medicine to pay for heat. Still others are endan- 
gering their lives by trying to get by with using kerosene 
heaters or charcoal grills in their homes. Some have to 
choose between paying their gas bill or their electricity 
bill — and end up using electric heaters and hot plates to 
make it through the cold season. We’re hoping to assist 
as many of these folks as possible to heat their homes so 
they don’t have to resort to these extreme measures, but 
we need your help.” 

Support can be given in several different ways. Spon- 
sors and donors contribute money that directly assists 
those with heat-related emergencies, while event support- 
ers donate goods, services, or funds to help put on the 
actual Walk for Warmth event.

Grant program 
to support water 
protection work 


Those involved in an effort to stop the spread of purple 
loosestrife, lamprey eels, zebra mussels, and other dreaded 
exotic species, and who need financial support for this 
work, may find it through the Tip of the Mitt Watershed 
Council, 

For the second year,Tip of the Mitt has received fund- 
ing from the Office of the Great Lakes, through a grant 
from the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service to administer the 
Aquatic Nuisance Species Information and Education 
Small Grants Program in Michigan. 

The program will be administered through the Great 
Lakes Aquatic Habitat Network and Fund, a project of 
the Watershed Council, ’ 

The $24,000 in funding will be used to administer a 
Michigan grant program for groups working to provide 
information and education programs for local initiatives 
to prevent and control aquatic nuisance species in Michi- 
gan waters. 

The application deadline is March 12, with grant peri- 
ods beginning in May 2004. 

According to Jil! Ryan, Great Lakes Aquatic Habitat 
Network and Fund Director at Tip of the Mitt, Michigan's 
waters continue to come under assault -- zebra mussels, 
purple loosestrife, alewives, lamprey eels and other exot- 
ics are threatening the plants and animals that belong here. 
“This has far reaching consequences for tourism, agricul- 
ture, recreation, and fishing,” Ryan said. “Much remains 
to be done to shut off the paths that these nuisance spe- 
cies use to enter the Great Lakes and to spread within 
Michigan. Species can still enter the lakes in ship ballast 
water, aquatic weeds hitchhike on boats traveling from 
lake to lake, sea lamprey spawn in tributaries, and other 
species are poised to enter the Great Lakes through holes 
in our net of protection.” 

Any 501(c)(3) non-governmental organization, school, 
indigenous tribal entity, or local unit of government work- 
ing to protect Michigan’s waters may be eligible for funds. 


| Types of activities that will be funded include boater edu- 


cation activities, training programs, and inventory and de- 
tection system pilot projects. 

“By working locally, organizations can provide local 
knowledge and cooperation to reduce the impacts of these 
non-native plants and animals on our waters,” Ryan said.
